CityH^^egc And Church 
Constitute Forms Of 
Corporate Life 

"No _ form of • the Corporate Life, 
whether it 'is that , of the city, uni- 
versity, or church, can prosper with- 
out the efforts of higher or conse- 
crated personalities," claimed W. H. 
Leathern at the formal opcnhig of 
the Presbyterian College for this sea- 
son held last night in the David Mor- 
rlcc Hall, The subject of the lecture 
delivered by Mr.. Leathern, well- 
known scholar and lecturer, was 
"Some aspects of the Corporal Life." 

Opening his remarks by defining 
the term, "Corporate Life," the speak- 
er, stressed the fact that the impor- 
tance of such a form of existence lay 
not hi -the fact t^tat wo must live as 
one. whole . body ;or unit, but that this 
body must continually be inspired to 
a higher and better living. Although 
the coporato life has manifested it- 
self in many distinct and different 
ways in past history, there are tluee 
definite forms of it which seem to 
have had the c-oatcst influence on 
both the past and our own civiliza- 
tion. 

Seek Coperative Feeling 

The city, the first form of the 
Corporate Life, has beenjjjj^itapiort- 
ant factor in the pronvotion 'of^ thls 
kind of living. It is easy to enumer- 
ate -the disappointments and failures 
of the city life, but none of these off- 
set advantageous effects of the group 
life. Ancient Greece was not only an 
example of secure political organiza- 
tion, but wa« 4u Itself a Uvlnr organ- 
ism, yét If laUed to produce those 
consecrated •.. personalities to promote 

the ^lîtiifo^îRto tti^ /?^H°?;*" 
the whole which we are seeking, 'for 
that is the secret of the Corporate 
Life." 

aThoiisécond Illustration concerns 
fl^WÔie life of the University. 
Tlie common quest for knowledge is a 
unretrievable force in strengthening 
tiie'rgrdup life. Here, . a common sphrit 
ïnï- understanding pervades which 
ijlnds all different groups and sects 
into a single unit. However, the uni- 
versity. Just as the city, has need of 
stronger personalities to Intensify 
thls'cbrporate life, in order that it 
may be a spirit of life, and not of 
(mne^^amMÊk^o speaker then 
mentlonca? 

.Theological Colieges from 
countries are producing such men 
who will lead the course of modem 
society.

Dr. Nancy Sivann 
Publishes Chinese 
Woman sBio§raphy 

Dr. Nancy Leo Swann; specialist to 
Chinese studies at the Gest Chinese 
Research Library, has written the 
first biographical study of a Chinese 
woman to be published ta any lan- 
guage. Dr, Swann has entitled her 
book "Pan Cheo, the Foremost Woman 
Scholar of Chtaa." The volumé has 
been publl^ed by the American HU- 
torlcal Association. It is highly re- 
garded as a contribution to the knowl- 
edge of the history and ancient usuages 
of the Chinese people. 

The subject of the book was one of 
the earliest advocates for the educa- 
tion of women. Her Influence as an 
essayist, philosopher and teacher, was 
widespread durtag the period in which 
she lived. This new publication throws 
considerable light upon the period in 
which her work was accomplished.
